They must not 
carry other passengers nor permit 
any person, other than authorized 
postal officials, to ride with i 
have access to the mails. 

'Rural carriers must not engage 
in any business during their pre- 
scribed hours of service, or conduct 
any business after hours which 
offers the temptation to solicit 
patronage on their routes, or which, 
by reason of their position in the 
government service, gives them 
special advantages over competi- 
tors, such as book canvassing, so- 
citing insurance, selling sewing 
achines, or other kindred occu- 
pations. 

■Carriers must not, either in 
person or through others, directly 
or indirectly, by any method what 
ever, solicit money, gifts or pres- 
ents: nor issue, for profit, souvenirs 
or postal handbooks; nor co-operate 

itb or assist the publishers of 
same to secure the patronage of the 
public; nor compile directories for 
public use or assist publishers to 
compile tbem: nor furnish the names 
and addresses of patrons of their 
routes, for pay or favor, to any 
business establishment, or to any 
individual except to those depart- 
mental officials who, uoder the reg- 
ulations, are entitled to the same."

New York, June 19.— Sunday '• 
harvest of dead from the steamer 
General Slocum numbered forty-one, 
bringing the total number of bodies 
so far recovered upto624. Of these 
559 have been identified, while 31 
of the victims now lying at the 
morgue have not been claimed by 
friend or relative. 

While the list of missing has been 
cut down somewhat by the identiti 
cations made today, eleven new 
ones were added to that roll, thus 
leaving the total of missing almost 
as it was on Saturday—something 
more than 300. 

Early this morning the searchers 
began anew the work ol locating 
the Slocum b dead. Within an hour 
they had recovered ten bodies off 
the shore of North Hrothers Island. 
Three of the bodies were floating, 
and it is the general opinion that 
many more will com* to tbe surface 
during the week. 

In the Wreck. 

Divers who went to the wreck 
found the bodies &f a woman, a gir 1 
and a boy and brought them to the 
surface. They were burned beyond 
recognition. The divers said there 
are more bodies in the wreck, thus 
bearing out the statement made a 
a day or two ago, as it was thought 
the wreck had been cleared, that 
many bodies were under the entan 
glement. timbers and machinery.

INTERNATIONAL 



Frankfort, Ky., June 18.— The 
Court ot Appeals today affirmed 
the judgment of the Jefferson com- 
mon pleas court, third division, dia 
missing tbe suit brought by Audi- 
tor's Agent Frank A. Lucas, of 
Paducah, against the Bank of Com- 
merce, seeking to assess and tax the 
deposits ot individuals in the bank. 

The whole court considered the 
case 00 appeal, and Judge Thomas 
H. Paynter delivered the opinion of 
affirmance. The ruling of the court, 
which is of wide interest and im- 
portance, settling the law and dis- 
missing about three hucdred cases 
filed against as many banks in the 
State, is that banks are not re-, 
quired to pay taxes on deposits 
jvith them or assets which repre- 
sent it, and that as trustee or bai- 
lee in possession they are not under 
a duty to list the property sought 
to be assessed by the proceedings 
instituted by Mr. Lucas. 

The proceedings instituted by 
Agent Lucas were three in numbei 
first, to compel the bank* to list 
property sought to be taxed upon 
the theory that the bank owns it; 
second, to list it as trustee; third, 
to list it as bailee in possession. 
The three proceedings were heard 
together. 

Three significant paragraphs ot 
the opinion are here quoted: 

We adhere to the conclusion an- 
nounced in the case of Deposit 
Bank of Owensboro against Daviess 
county 102 Kentucky, tnat: "Banks 
are not required to pay taxes on 
the money deposited with them by 
their customers or assets which 
represent it," and that under the 
law the depositors are required to 
pay the tax on money so deposited. 
Having reached this conclusion, it 
necessarily lollows that tbe bank as 
quasi trustee or bailee or otherwise 
is not under a duty to list the prop- 
erty sought to be assessed by these 
proceedings, hencs neither can be 
maintained." 

It has never been the policy of 
tbe commonwealth to require bank 
era and banking institutions to 
pay taxes on their deposits or on 
that part ot them preserved in cash, 
or on the part invested in notes, 
bills of exchange and so forth. So 
far as we are advised, no effort to 
do so has ever been made in a con- 
stitutional convention or in any 
legislative assembly in the State. 

If this feature of taxation is re- 
quired by the constitution then we 
must ascribe to the constitutional 
convention a purpose to make nec- 
essary legislation never suggested 
to it, much less demanded, by the 
tax-payers ot the State, the practic- 
al effect of which would be to put 
out of business State banks and 
trust companies and likewise na- 
tional banks, if they can be sub- 
jected to the same taxation as other 
moneyed institutions of the State.

To the Editor of the American: 

The Cumberland Telephone A 
Telegraph Company charges the 
people of Nashville a much higher 
rate for telephone service than they 
do any other southern city. They 
charge for a single line residence 
phone in Nashville $4.50 per month: 
in Memphis, $3; Atlanta. 14; Mont- 
gomery, Ala., ?3; EvanBville, Ind.. 
$2.50; Birmingham, Ala, $2; Knox- 
viiie, Tenn,, $2 Chattanooga, Tenn., 
$1.50. 

Now just think of it, this same 
company, giving the same telephone 
service to the people of these other 
seven cities— three in Tennessee, 
two in Alabama, one in Georgia i 4g» 
and one in Indiana, all in adjoining l^Sfcl 
states— at an average rate per "^Pj 
month of $2.57. and charging tbe Um 
people of Nashville $4.50. 

Why do they do it? The ooly 
reason I know of is that Nashville 
an "easy mark." The people, or 
rather the people's representatives, 
the city officers, permit it to be 
Some people think— they 
don't want to say it— but tbey think 
it looks "mighty suspicious." Other 
telephone companies have applied 
to the city council for rights to es- 
tablish a telephone system here in 
Nashville and proposed to make 
tbe city a bond, good and sufficient, 
that they would do what they pro- 
posed to do, and guaranteed rates 
of $2 per month for all single line 
residence phones and business 
house phones at a proportionate 
rate. But our mayor — then Mr. 
Head— and the city council turned 
them down, and they did this, too, 
in tbe face of a plain charter re- 
quirement that says all such prop- 
osition* or applications shall be 
first submitted to the mayor and 
city council and by them considered 
and put into proper and legal form 
and then submitted to a vote of the 
people. This was not done, and 
to a letter to each, the mayor and 
chairman of tbe city council, ask- 
ing why tbey bad proceeded as tbey 
had in the matter, 1 received an 
evasive reply, saying if I would 
call at their office they would ex- 
plain, etc. 1 never called. 

Now as to the above tacts and 
figures, they are authentic. They 
from the mayors of these seven 
cities, given in very plain type- 
written letters over their own 
names, written in their own hands, 
and are all of recent date.

lower rates are given in some of 
these cities where there are two 
telephone systems in operation and 
the business is of course divided, 
and if tbey can give s. low rate 
where they only get a part of tbe 
business why can't they give a 
lower one where tbey are getting 
all the business.
